court ruling, teachers should 
"refuse to teach in a school 
which uses or attempts to use a 
textbook with the forbidden ma- 
terial therein."

In the typical conditional sate, 


legal title remains in the seller 
until all the payments are com- 
pleted. If the customer should de- 
fault, the seller is entitled to re- 
possess the merchandise. 


But the law puts limits on the 


manner in which repossession may 
be accomplished. 
Violent means 


are not allowed. Even if a clause 
in the contract specifically author- 
izes a strong-arm 
retaking, the 


law will generally disapprove of it 
anyhow—as a matter of sound 
public policy. 


Furthermore, 
the 
repossessor 


must not force his way onto the 
premises. Take this case: 


A team of repossessors, going 


to recover a piano, found no one 
at the debtor's home. They prompt- 
ly gained access by breaking 
through a locked door, and de- 
camped with the piano. 


But, because of this 
forcible 


trespass, the company was held 
liable to the debtor for damages. 


On the other hand, the law has 


no objection to repossession when 
fairly carried out. Thus: 


A repossessor seeking a certain 


automobile found it parked on a 
public street. So he proceeded to 
tow it away. Here, too, the debtor 
later sued for damages. 


But the court in this case upheld 


the repossession. For the retaking 
had been achieved by

SAIGON (AP) - A Commu- 


nist broadcast 12 days ago ap» 
peared to announce the execu- 
tion of a U.S. aid official taken 
prisoner by the Viet Cong near- 
ly two and a half years ago, the 
U.S, mission announced today. 


The official is Gustav C. 


Hertz, 48, chief of the public 
administration division in Sal* 
gon of the U.S. Agency for In- 
ternational Development, His 
wife and four children live in 
Leesburg, Va. 


A statement from the U.S. 


mission said the "language of 
the broadcast is not fully clear, 
but it implies that Gustav Hertz 
suffered the same fate as Sgt, 
Kenneth Roraback, who was 
executed on Sept. 26, 1965, as an 
announed act of reprisal."

killing six Marines, 


wounding 96 and killing and 
wounding an unannounced nilrt- 
ber of South Vietnamese. 


A U.S. spokesman said a 


broadcast June 15 by the Na- 
tional Liberation Front, the po- 
litical arm of the Viet Cong, 
"appears to state" that Hertz 
"has already been put to death 
as an act of reprisal." 


Hanoi radio on June 16 said 


the Viet Cong had announced on 
June 12 that it would execute 
American prisoners "including 
a major" if the South Vietnam- 
ese government executed three 
Viet Cong agents the broadcast 
said had been sentenced to 
death in Saigon. However, here 
has been no indication of any 
recent executions by the Saigon 
government.
